No Presi­ 
dent in history ever went to such lengths 
to befriend the lawm akers. And, according 
to reports, he has given the entire Execu­ 
tive establishm ent strict orders not to get 
into conflicts with Congress, to rem em ber 
that the legislature is a separate and inde­ 
pendent branch of government. 
The latest evidence of this 
Eisenhower 
article of faith was the two-day assembly 
of 45 state gov ernors in Washington at the 
President’s request, for a full, confilential 
briefing on the current problems of the 
federal government. 
Only three tim es before In history had 
all the governors been invited to the capi­ 
tal for serious study of national problems. 
The most recent was in 1933. 
Mr. Eisenhower 
asked the state execu­

of all elected officials in the prosecution 
of the nation’s m ajor purposes. He told the 
governors:

gressman has parlayed a $14 
investment 
into a lifetime governm ent pension of $2 ,- 
160 a year. He is William P. 
Lambertson, 
Kansas Republican, who served 15 years 
in the house. 
However, he didn't, contribute 
a 
cent 
toward his own retirem ent until after he 
left congress. Then his Kansas 
colleague, 
Congressman Wint Smith, put Lambertson 
on the federal payroll from Jan u ary 3 to

Does Not Disarm Greece

ATHENS (NEA) — Field M ar­ 
sh,ill Alexander Papagos, Prem ier 
of Gieece, looks at the Russians 
through a northern border brist­ 
ling with guns and barbed wire. 
He doesn’t intend to remove one 
gun or take down one strand of 
w ire just because Moscow is sud- 
denly talking peace. 
Papagos is perhap* 
the 
only 
Western statesm an with firsthand 
combat experience against Soviet 
military 
strategy. 
As 
supreme 
com m ander of the Greek forces 
he defeated the Moscow-supported 
Bulgarian and Albanian guerrillas 
who paralyzed his country from 
1946 to 1949. 
The 70-year-old premier, broad- 
shouldered and vigorous, told me 
m an exclusive interview in his 
office: 
Greece eagerly awaits evidence 
of peaceful intention on the part 
of Russia and is ready to examine 
carefully any chance for the im* 
p m ,a ment of East-W est relations.

tions we are bound to rontinue our 
policy of alert vigilance and carry

So 
there is little pressure to w ipe out 
credit unions or get the federal 
government out of the business of 
promoting or 
supporting 
them. 
Particularly since, from now 
on. 
this service isn’t going to cost the 
ta xpaye r a cent. 
For the benefit of anyone 
not 
entirely familiar with the idea, it 
might be explained that a credit 
union is a cooperative 
organized 
to promote thrift foi its membe rs. 
Fro m their combined savings, loan. 
are then made to the m e m b e rs at 
interest rates of not ove r I pei cent 
a month on the unpaid balance. 
The av e ra ge credit union rate for 
the entire U. S. is under 
I O per 
cent a year.

Not 17-Year Locusts

ment of Agriculture set out (in a 
myth-debunking expedition.

periodical cicada, more commonly,

not destroy crops. This belief ap­ 
parently started because of early 
colonists mistook the cicadas for 
the Biblical “ locusts’’—a .species of 
grasshopper— that ruined crops in 
ancient Egypt. 
The cicada does not feed on foli­ 
age of any kind. the agency said. 
and in fact spends the bulk of its 


five to six weeks of life in above­ 
ground in singing, love-making and 
laying of eggs for a new generation 
that will appear 17 years or so 
later. 


What damage they do is largely 
caused by the female in making 
injurious punctures in twigs and

their egg-laying apparatus.

inches long. 
Most of its body is 
black.
